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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-4 and 6-35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance of claims 1-4 and 6-12 is the inclusion of, inter alia, the subject 
matter of claim 1 is combined with the subject matter of claim 5 (which is now 
canceled). The best prior of record (USPN 5.856,758) discloses an amplifier with 
feedback loops. However, this reference does not teach or suggest the inclusion of, 
inter alia, the voltage dividers of the first and second feedback loops having respective 
voltage divider ratios defined by the first resistor in the first branch and the second 
resistor in the second branch, and wherein the voltage dividers are the same for the for 
the first and second feedback loops. For claims 13-16, 27-33, and 35, the prior art of 
record fails to teach the inclusion of the first and second resistive voltage dividers, as 
recited, wherein the resistance of the first voltage divider between the output of the first 
input terminals of the amplifier arrangement and the resistance of the second divider 
between the circuit output terminal and the second input terminal of the amplifier 
arrangement being on the same order of magnitude and much greater than the 
resistance of the sensing resistor. For claims 17-26 and 34, the prior art does not 
disclose the inclusion of, inter alia, the claimed voltage dividers and sensing resistor in a 
circuit, wherein the voltage dividers having a voltage division factors and the sensing 
resistor having a value for causing the current flowing through the circuit output terminal 
into the load (or the laser diode) to be directly proportional to the difference in the 
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voltages at the circuit input tenninal and the further terminal. For the above reasons, 
claims 1-4, and 6-34 are allowed.
